The President Will Go to Europe 


It is an n o u n c e d now, officially, that President \\ ii on 
will go to F ra n c e for the great world peace conference. 
It will be the first time th a t a p resident o f the U nited 
S tates has left the western hem isphere d u r in g his term of 
office, hut President W ilson has broken so m a n y lo n g ­ 
s ta n d in g p recedents that the A m erican people are not sur­ 
prised that one more should be ca^t aside to enable him to 
better meet the d em ands of the occasion. 
I here is no doubt about the position occupied bv tin 
president of the U n ite d S ta te s — he is g en era lly regarded 
the forem ost figure in the w o rld in the fra m in g of the peace 
tre a ty w hich is to em body m w and fu n d am e n tal truths of 
sound d e m o cracy never before incorporated in a treat) 
between natio n s of the old w orld or even seriously urged. 
I here are tw o reasons w h y the presence of the chief 
executive will he of great benefit at the peace table; one is 
the clear logic of the President and the high ideals to which 
he holds, a n d the o ther is his position as the executive 
head of the greatest d em o cracy on w hich the sun ever 
shone. 
I he fra m in g of the tr e a ty of P aris m a rk s the d aw n of 
a new era. 
T h e citadel of autocracy has fallen and the 
hosts of dem o cracy are called upon to lay the foundation 
of the n ew o rd e r of things. 
I here n ev er was such an occasion in the history of 
m a n k in d as the fram in g of the treaty of P aris will b e / a n d 
th a t the first foundation stones of the great n e w structure, 
w hich is to arise on the ru in s of the old, m a y be laid trite, 
it is h ig h ly im p o rtan t th a t the representative of the g r e a t­ 
est d em ocracy on earth, a n d the man w h o se ideals have 
done so m uch to hold the allied and associated powers to ­ 
g e th e r in tim es of storm should be present w hen the new 
international ship of state is launched. 
T h e re will he objections, of course. 
T h e r e are a r g u ­ 
m ents a g a in st as well as in favor of his g o in g abroad, but 
the tre m e n d o u s im portance of tin* occasion both w arrants 
ig n o rin g a custom , w hich has n o th in g save its observance 
to reco m m en d it, and d e m a n d s the presence at the pence 
table of the m a n w hose ideals were the e n d u r in g am bition 
of ourselves a n d our allies, a n d finally, th e 
basis 
upon 
which our enem ies gave up the hopeless struggle.

T h e clim ate is delightful a n d tile palaces 
are superb. 
Corfu has a p o pulation of considerably m ore 
th a n one h u n d re d th o u s a n d people— alto g e th e r an ideal 
place a n d a place w hich w o u ld be chosen as a residence 
b y one w hose service entitled him to the best th in g s in 
life. 
It is inconceivable th a t this arch crim inal should be 
allowed to spend his declining years in pleasure at Corfu 
while N apoleon, a m ilitary genius w ho w a g e d h u m a n e 
wars, not alw ay s, either, of his ow n choosing, should be 
co n d em n ed to end his d ay s on the barren island of St. 
H elena, tw elve h u n d re d miles west of the coast of Africa 
in the A tlantic Ocean.
